Sen Charles E. Potter (R-Mich ) 
said the people in his state were 
"practically unanim ous” in favor of 
cutting the IO per cent excise on 
cars.

He added that the rise in 
unemployment has not “ significant 
ly” affected purchases of food 
He said farm income in the first 
three months of this year may 
have been near an annual rate of 
13 billion dollars compared with 
a yearly rate of $11,700,000,000 in 
the same period of last year. 
Most of the rise in income re ­ 
flects a “ real improvement” in 
prices rather than inflation, 
he 
added. 
He predicted farm income 
will continue higher for the rest of 
1958 even if prices on vegetab les 
and other farm products may go 
down somewhat.

Blasts Soviet 
Diplomacy in 
Angry Outburst 


Says U. S. Ready 
To Hold Pro-Summit 
Talks with Russia 


WASHINGTON (OI _ Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles today 
charged that Russia is endanger* 
ing world peace by prostituting 
diplomacy for propaganda purpos­ 
es, 


Dulles, in an angry outburst at 
his news 
conference, 
used the 
words prostitution and debauchery 
in describing Soviet use of diplo­ 
m acy. 


Dulles em phasized nevertheless 
that the United States is prepared 
to sit down with Russia at p re­ 
sum m it m eetings at any time Ie 
pres* for peace. 


He said he hopes that luck pre­ 
sum m it am bassadorial talks will 
begin in Moscow in a few days. 
But he did not know th* exaet 
day. 
He said tha West is atm 
working on a reply to tha latest 
.Soviet com m unication suggesting 
the discussions sta rt Thursday. 
A Dangerous Development 
Dulles 
discussed 
the poeelMe 
sum m it situation in a lengthy guee- 
tion and answ er m eeting with re­ 
porters until he finally exploded 
on the propaganda issue. 
Dulles said the Soviet Union tor 
the first tim e in world history hat 
debauched and prostituted the dip* 
lom atic m achinery for pure propa­ 
ganda purposes. 
He said he be­ 
lieves this ii one of the moat dan­ 
gerous developm ents that could ef­ 
fect world peace. 
If they are going to destroy this 
m achinery, Dulles said, the Rus­ 
sians may have to pay a heavy 
price for what they are doing. He 
said tha Soviets may destroy a 
frail reed of sincere diplomacy 
upon which world peace rests. 
On other subject*, Dulles also: 
—Said it is fair to conclude Rus­ 
sia has developed difficulties In 
trying to launch a third earth satel­ 
lite. 
He said his statem ent was 
not based on firm inform ation but 
was fair speculation or an a d ia t­ 
ed guess. 
Doubts Moon Race 
—Voiced doubt about reports that 
Russia has axperienced a major 
nuclear accident. The reports tug-
